Washington, Jan. 18.—President Mc­ 
Kinley yesterday sent a message to con­ 
gress recounting as “another glorious 
page in the history of American sea­ 
men'’ the valorous deeds of the officers 
and men of the revenue cutter Bear in 
rescuing the imperiled whaling fleet in 
Arctic waters last year. After a graphic 
recital of the perils encountered, the 
message adds:

The president concludes bv asking the 
thanks of congress to the officer* and 
men of the party with gold rn^luls of 
honor to those of the overland expedi- 
tiou and $*.¿,.>00 for the bestowal of re­ 
wards to W. T. Loppaud native herders 
who aided the relief expolitiotx.

The fact that Secretary A lgtt was not

There was no foundation for 
them in fact, and Secretary Alger’s col.

Contrary to the general expectation 
no announcement of the personnel of 
the Eagan courtmartiaJ was made at the 
war dejttrtm cnt last evening. Adjutant 
General Oorbin, in reply to a question, 
said that he had nothing whatever to 
make public touching the Eagan case. 
Secretary Alger was absent from the 
war departure at all yesterday afternoon 
and just before the close telephoned that 
he would not return to his oflioe during 
the day.

mayor, Marquis D’Esteban, in reply to 
a letter complaining that certain U nited 
States staff officers had been operating 
in the mayorality sphere without con­ 
sulting him. 
After an expression of regret that the 
marquis had boen inconvenienced in 
any way and an assurance that, what- 
e\er had be* 11 done, 110 discourtesy was 
intended, G- ueral Ludlow says: 
‘ You m u a d m it, however, that the 
city of Havana is in a deplorable condi­ 
tion. 
The Spaniards have left it bank­ 
rupt, unable to pay its employes, who 
have lacked their salaries for 
many 
mouths. 
The prisons, asylums and 
homes for the destitute are w ithout sup­ 
plies, food or medicine. 
The sanitary 
condition is frightful. 
Almost incon­ 
ceivable abuses exist, which are a con­ 
tinuing menace to the health of the city. 
“ The Spaniards have left Havana 
with scarcely an attribute of modern

D eath of a Noted C haracter In Early 
Kansas History. 
Lawrence, Kan., Jan. 18.—Colonel S. 
W. Eldridge, one of the foremost meu 
in early Kansas history, is dead, aged 82 
years, of a complication of diseases. 
Iu 
1855 he was proprietor in Kansas City of 
a noted free state hostelry, from whioh 
Governor Reeder made his escape after 
many narrow escapes. 
In 1856 he pur­ 
chased a free state hotel in Lawrence, 
which was destroyed within a few 
months by a sheriff and his posse. Then 
for a time he acted as conductor for a 
number of parties of New England free 
state emigrants coming to Kansas.

1857 he built the Eldridge House in

Senator Joss, who made the Republican 
nominating speech in the senate, paid a 
glowing tribute to the life struggle of 
Mr. Beveridge, told of his tireless efforts 
and industry now in part rewarded by 
his elevation from the farm to the sen­ 
ate. 
Amid rounds of enthusiastic ap­ 
plause from his Republican colleagues 
and the galleries, ho concluded as fol­ 
lows: 
I am not unmindful of the great and 
noble men who hove so faithfully served 
Indiana In ?he United States senate, nor 
of him who now serves us with snch dis­ 
tinction, an d will soon be o u r sen io r sen 
tor, and yet I make bold to say that none 
of them need blush fo r him whom we 
place by their side today. 
B u t w h atev er 
the future may bring forth, it is at least 
proven that the memory lie has imprinted 
in the hearts of th e people of In d ia n a w ill 
be fresh and sweet when th e g ra n ite of 
tho eternal hills is d u st.

good qualitities aro lacking? 


Too many of our girls arc taught to 
give too much attention to dress and 
amusements aud superficial politeness. 
They must not engage in .any amuse­ 
ment which might benefit their health 
for fear it m ight injure their attire. 
They may, however, be out late at 
night, they may be rude in conversa­ 
tion, eat ices, candies or sweetmeats 
of all sorts, chow gum to their hearts’ 
cont nt, but are careless about those 
higher qualities about heart which 
leads to tenderness for all the brute 
creation, love for the human family 
and a desire to be helpful an d useful 
in the world. 
Girls should be taught 
to rely on themselves, 
Mothers must 
not carry all 
their burdens, 
feed, 
cloth and school them. 
Most girls 
like to have horses and buggies, and 
a gieat many farmers daughters have 
them, and of late years they have ins 
troduced the bicycle and piano and 
our country lass has the advantages 
of her oity cousin. 
B ut among the 
great number, too 
few have 
been 
trained in the school 
of labor and 
selfsacrifice that their parents were, 
and are less fitted for the duties of 
women, 
They have no idea of the 
push and energy that is required to 
win a home of eomfort in these days 
of general extravaganse. 
{Heads may 
contain loads of learning that cannot 
be turned into bread. 
I do not know 
whether it is 
false pride, false edu­ 
cation o ra fashion we have drifted 
into but it is plainly true, that our 
girls more and more shun housework, 
the most needy and healthiest of all 
pursuits, 
An ideal home contains 
peace and contentm ent. 
I t is im* 
possible to enjoy a home where con* 
fusion 
abounds. 
In 
every ideal 
home there is mostly a women look­ 
ing after details, and who spares no 
pains to make things 
com fortabh 
and inviting. 
There is no law to 
prevent men bom cooking and house 
keeping, but they are not in the way 
of it, and I fear they will not begin. 
Some say, “ Oh, yes, we will if you 
will do our work, do our hauling, put 
up stoves, ungear horses when we 
are dressed 
up,” b u t we won’t do 
everything. 
Women must be useful 
until they get to be better looking. 
Teach your girls whatever your cir­ 


cumstances, to be good housekeepers. 
The women who shuns her duty and 
trusts bor home to the management of 
hired help is to be pitied. 
H ealth 
must 
be thought of and drudgery 
done away with. 
In nine cases in 
ten drudgery is caused by having no 
systematic plan of work. 
If girls 
were as earnest in learning the art 
of housekeeping and 
how to 
work 
with ease and skill in the home as in 
the study of literature or music, or 
work 
only half as khard 
in 
their 
m other’s kitchen as they do on their 
bicycles we would have better homes 
and stronger women. 
She who does 
not know her own needs and takes 
care of her health is like a workman 
who neglects his tools a id does poor 
work. 
She who stays within doors 
most of the time and then takes a 
ong 
drive 
with 
head and feet 
exposed to winter weather; she who 
dances a1! night in thin dresses and 
slippers, she who rushes from suds to 
ine 
bareheaded 
and with 
sleeves 
rolled up must pay the penalty. W hat 
girls must be b u g h t today is wisdom. 
Do not think that girls on the farm 
must only be taught to cook, wash 
and iron.By shrewd m anagem ent they 
may have time to see the glory in 
field and sky on some beautiful m orn­ 
ing, and yet the men will not haye 
to wait for their breakfast.

I t will not hurt the girls to know 
something of music and literature. 
Give them good books to read, in 
other words make home Lttraotive, 
but it is well to do this according to 
your moans. 
This country has many 
farmers who have been impoverished 
by children they unwisely tried to 
help in this way. 
IIistory shows us 
that our most substantial and grand­ 
est women as well as men have been 
trained in a school of economy. 


Tiios<> who toll the hardest, 
The humble and poor become great.

I am glad that women 
are awaking to the necessity of know* 
ing more of what is going on around 
them. 
L et thorn help to make and 
keep publio affairs in better condition. 
Let them know that

them vote. 
If girls would leave off a 
great deal of their Dove1 reading and 
gossiping, we would soon have brights 
er women and better counselors. The 
young lady who lets her neighbors 
know what the rest of the neighbor­ 
hood had for dinner or who finds out 
all petty complaints near her home, 
that she may 
tell it to her friends 
and thereby cause trouble can be 
better employed. 
Every farm girl should know how 
to manage the horses; be reauy to put 
on and take off the harness when an 
emergency calls for it.

also know the mysteries of the dairy. 
Do not overwork the delicate daugh­ 
ter. 
L et her education take a longer 
time. 
The years of training are the 
most beautiful years of life. 
A thor­ 
ough education is necessary for the 
farm girl so she may be fitted for any 
occupation. 
For those

have 
beeii brought up tenderly it is not a 1 
ways pleasant to be compelled to care 
toi themselves, but it is a thousand 
times better to be able to do so in en er* 
gency, than to eat the bread of de* 
pendence.

fits one for 
solving the problem of household af* 
fairs. 
W hat is more natural than for 
a young girl to go from her work in 
the laboratory where she learns 
to 
uiake chemical 
compounds, to the 
pantry, where she combines baking 
powder, flour and sweet milk? She 
will, probably, label all her vials, and 
will hardly be guilty of flavoring her 
father's pudding sauce w ith machine 
oil because the bottle happens to be 
of the same shape as the one contain­ 
ing lemon extract. 
Very few girls 
have any conception of the real char* 
acter of the qualities of the olden 
times which made our g reatg ran d ­ 
mothers so attractive and influential. 
The most thorough education, the 
most brilliant gifts, the most fasci­ 
nating personalties—these are not too 
much to bring to a home, aud the 
investment of the wealth of mind and 
heart will insure rich returns to the 
sacred spot, whera love and service 
shouldgo hand in hand.
